VIEWED A VAST DOMAIN. 


Thinks This Congress Will Take 


No Tariff Action, but Says 
Party Is Equal to Task. 


a trip of 9,000 miles over the continent, Cor- 
nellus N. Bliss has returned to New York, 
bringing the tidings that so far as he could 
discover in his journeyings there are no hard 
times. Prosperity reigns in the great west, 
says Mr. Bliss, and farmers and business 
men are undisturbed by the recent ,Wall 
street flurries, which they regard as merely 
local and incapable of causing any concern 
to. the commercial world at large. These 
flurries, Mr. Bliss says, have aroused* a 
natural curiosity throughout the west, but 
have had no permanent effect. The curtail- 
ment of production in’ certain directions, in 
his opinion, is not an indication of approach- 
ing distress, but merely an incident of busi- 
ness activity. 


No Cause for Uneasiness. 


“There is nothing In the business outlook 
that ought to cause uneasiness,”’ Mr. Bliss 
says. ‘** Whatever there may have been of an 
alarming nature has passed away. There 
is no sign that the conditions that existed 
in 1895 and 1896 are to be repeated. Business 
is prosperous. , Mercantile collections are 
good. Reports brought®to me by western 
‘merchants are to the effect that they have 
good.”’ 

“Do you think that there is any need of a 
revision of the tariff?" was asked. 

“TI do not think tariff revision is at ajl 
likely.”” Mr. Bliss replied. “ &t least not 
during the present session of congress, which 
will be too brief to permit any action to 
be taken on the tariff in any event. I don’t 
think any one believes a revision of the tariff 
is desirable at this time, except, possibly; in 
a way ofreciprocity treaties. Every revision’ 
means a year or two of agitation, which is: 
disturbing to business. The people are not 
ready ‘for it.”’ { 

* Do you not think there is a general feel- 

ing that tariff revision must come sooner or - 
later?”’ 
“I think the feeling exists in the repub- 
lican party that it will be prepared to make 
such revision as may be necessary when the 
time does come,’’ was Mr. Bliss’ answer. 


Pleased at Cuban Treaty. 


The former secretary evinced great satis- 
faction at the passage of the Cuban reci- 
procity measure. 

“I have been a strong advocate of Cuban 
reciprocity from the beginning,” he said, 
“and I am gratified that the agitation has 
resulted in success. 

“The history of that agitation shows how 
hard it is to make any change in tariff reg- 
ulations. It has taken two years to bring 
about the ratification of that treaty. It 
would be so with tariff.revision. Any at- 
tempt at the most reasonable revision would 
mean two years of effort, and no congress 
could undertake it on the eve of a presiden- 
tial election.”’ 

Mr. Bliss does not believe the republican

AGAINST RUSSIA. 


Will Uphold Emperor if , 
- He Declares War. 


Rothschild Influence May Pre- 
vent St. Petersburg from 
Raising Loan,

TOKIO, Japan, Dec. 25.—The Japanese peo- 
ple are united in their offers to uphold the 
Japanese government if it goes to war with 
Russia. There is a general feeling that the 
situation has reached its final critical stage. 
At a dinner given here tonight by the Ori- 
ental association, Baron Kato of the orpo- 
sition, who was minister of foreign -f- 
fairs in a former cabinet, said he regretted 
that the people had not been taken into 
the confidence of the government regarding 
the position of affairs between Japan and 
Russia. But should the emperor declare 
war, the nation would be found ready to give 
him unanimous support. 


Will Defend China. 


Count Okuma, the former premier, said 

he agreed with the view expressed by Baron 
Kato. He thought it was now time to 
let the people know the actual position occu- 
pied by. the government. He also declared 
that not only a feeling of chivalry but a desire 
for self-preservation required that Japan 
should buttress the integrity of China. 
Both speakers thought that the situation 
had reached an extremely critical stage. 
At a special meeting of the cabinet today 
it was decided to issue an emergency ordi. 
nance authorizing the guarantee of the prin- 
cipal and interest of an issue of $10,000,000 de- 
bentures -.on the Seoul-Fusan railway, which 
is expected to be finished before the end of 
next year.

It 
is rumored here that Russia is going to have 
considerable difficulty in raising a large loan, 
and that the big Jewish banking houses both 
in England and on the continent would be 
likely to support Japan as against Russia in 
case of a struggle between the two. 


Rugsia’s Reply Not Ready. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 25.—The Russian 
government is still considering the reply of 
the Japanese government to its note, which 
was sent in answer to Japan’s demands 
relating to the situation in the far east. 
A reconsideration of the proposals made in 
the Russian note is considered as a matter 
of course here. Russia has never been dis- 
posed to take any step which would lead to 
an abrupt termination of the negotiations 
with Japan. 

In answer to many inquiries the Russian 
foreign office has always insisted that the 
Russian proposals were so liberal that it 
would be scarcely probable to conceive any 
further concessions. 

While the foreign office is unwilling to ad- 
mit that Russia is prepared to offer more 
than the concessions outlined in the last 
note, it is considered possible that the gov- 
ernment may suggest changes by which the 
Russian requirements may be met and sat-

“Your excellencites, I have the honor to 
present a letter of credence from the pres- 
ident of the United States accrediting me as 
envoy on a special mission to your excellen- 


the honor thus conferred upon me by the 
president and am profoundly grateful for 
the opportunity I am thus afforded to meet 
your excellencies’ people and to study the 
conditions and possibilities of Panama. 
“The advent and future development and 


kindly interests of the American people, who 
wish your excellencies’ people and country 
that wide progress and advancement which 
peace, quiet, and economy bring to all coun 


tries. 

‘“*T am charged by the president to express 
to your excellencies his fervent wish that 
those benefits shall come to the republic of 
Panama, and that happiness, contentment,

COLON, Dec. 25.—Colon has been cele- 
brating all day the news that the British 
government had recognized the republic ot 
Panama. This news, which was conveyed 
early in the day by the British consul at 
Panama to the junta, was received late last 
evening and immediately circulated. 

The foreign population of Colon is largely 
composed of natives of Great Britain, and 
the Britishers joined the natives in their 
jubilation. 

Sefior Porforio Melendez, the civil and 

military governor of Colon, rightly interpret- 
ing the feelings of the community, gave per- 
mission to the inhabitants to celebrate the 
event without restriction, and full ad- 
vantage was taken of this permission. 
At 8 o'clock last night Gov. Melendez, ac- 
companied by a band and a military escort, 
together with a great crowd of the Inhabit- 
ants, assembled in front of the British con- 
sulate, where the band played old English 
airs and the crowd cheered most enthusi- 
astically.

RAINS CRASH IN A POC; 


FOUR PERSONS INJURED IN REAR 
END COLLISION. 


St. Paul Transfer Freight Is Struck by 
Fert Wayne Passenger at Fifty- 
fourth Street on the Peunsyivania 
Tracks—Accident Charged by Rail- 
road Officials to Flagman, Who 
Probably Will Die of His Injuriecs— 


Signal Was Not Given. 


Four men were thjured, one probably 
fatally, in a collision early yesterday morn- 
ing between a Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul transfer freight train and a Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago passenger train 
orn the Pennsylvania tracks at Fifty-fourth 
street. The flagman, who, it is believed, will 
die, is the person upon whom the blame for 
the wreck has been fastened by the officials 
of the road. 

The injured men are: 

Bothwick, Frank, conductor on St. Paul transfer 
train, badly bruised; taken to the Englewood 
Union hospital. 

Dooley, John, 687 West Madison street, fagman 
on the transfer train, crushed while in caboose 
on rear of train; burned about head and body, 
both hands crushed, and inhaled steam; doctors 
say he cannot live. 

Stacker, S., 5227 Princeton avenue, fireman on the 
Pennsylvania passenger train; head bruised and 
received internal injuries; taken home by train 
crew. 

Whitmore, George, 310 East Twenty-third street, 

engineer on Pennsylvania train: bruised and 

burned about head and leg sprained; taken to the 

Engiewcod Union hospital and afterwards to his 

residence. 


Signals Are Not Given. 


The transfer train every morning takes 
the freight cars consigned to the Fort Wayne 
road to the yards of the latter road from 
the tracks of the St. Paul road. Because of 
the narrowness of the right of way on the 
elevation south of Forty-sixth street, this 
train is forced for a short distance to pro- 
‘ceed on the main track, in crossing the right 
of way. 

While on the main track the rear brake- 
man is supposed to fall back at least 100 
yards behind the train, with flag or lantern, 
and torpedoes. This, Dooley, the flagman, 
it is asserted by the rallroad officials, fafled 
to do. but sat in the caboose instead. The 
transfer train was moving slowly, its lights 
hidden by the fog, when the south bound

Such a daring innovator is not yet In sigh 
however, and «0 long as we are to take the 
traditional reading we cannot ask for better 
than the Apollo club offers. The perform- 
ance last evening was one of many excellen- 
cies. There were occasional blemishes that 
made themselves felt, but they were com- 
paratively of little consequence in the pres- 
ence of so much of merit. The Chicago or- 
chestra was not at all times at its best—there 
were roughnesses here and there, and now 
and again a slip—but there were nevertheless 
moments of beauty and of complete satiefac- 
tion. The Pastoral Symphony, for example, 
was played with a tonal purity and suavity 
that made all'of its serene loveliness clear 
to the listener and hushed him into a silence 
the intensity of which told of keenest appre- 
ciation. 

The chorus, too, had its moments of waver- 
ing, but it quickly came to rhythmic precision 
again and in cértain of its numbers surpassed 
itself. The “ Hallelujah ”’ and the “ Behold 
the Lamb ”’ were given with splendid sonority 
and stirring climax, and the lightness and 
clearness ‘of His Yoke Is Easy ’’ and the 
commencement of “‘ For Unto Us ™ merit only 
the most unqualified commendation. 


The soloists were also satisfactory in high 
degree. Arthur Beresford, who sang the 
bass numbers, proved the best interpreter of 
the music heard here in years. His voice is 
of much richness, has the wide range neces- 
sary to compass with ease the “ Trumpet 
Shall Sound” and ** The People Who Walked” 
—two arias written virtually for two differ- 
ent voices—and he has the schooling which 
‘makes possible the calm, smooth delivery of 
all of the long ornamentations the solos con- 
tain. His work was excellent throughout, 
but reached its climax in ‘*‘ Why Do the Na- 
tions,”” which was given with a bravour and 
a dramatic spirit that caused it to rouse the 
audience to expression Of the heartiest ap- 
proval. | 

Theodore Van Yorx was the tenor, and 
was in many respects a worthy companion 
for Mr. Beresford. His voice is a pure tenor 
—sweet, true, and well schooled—and his 
singing of the three tenor arias was in hign 
measure artistic, the “‘Thy Rebuke” and 
“Behold and being especially ad- 
mirable. 

Mrs. Genevieve Clark Wilson was the so- 
prano, and again demonstrated her worth as 
a vocalist, and her thorough taste and un- 
derstanding as an artist. ‘‘I Know That My 
Redeemer and “Come Unto Him” have

[ CRITICS VIEWS ON PARSIFAL. | 


“New York, Dec, 25.—[{Special, ]—Followitig 
are some of the criticisms of the “ Parsifal”’ 
performance printed here this morning: 

BY RICHARD ALDRICH. 
Musical Critic, Times. 

“ Parsifal” was presented in a manner 
wholly befitting its distinctive character as 
a work of art—a manner that recognized and 
gave a full exposition of the solemnity and 
dignity of its theme, the lofty eloquence of 
ite treatment, the overpowering impressive- 
ness of the drama. | 

An authoritative exposition was Mr. Van 
Rooy’s Amfortas—noble, heartrending in its 
pathos, deeply moving in its utterance of the 
agony of the mortal hurt of soul which he 
bears. Mr. Blass impersonated the old Grail 
knight, Gurnemanz, for the first time, but 
with so complete an indentification with the 
character of the part that he fell little, if 
any, behind the achievements of his com- 
panions in the cast. Mr. Otto Goritz made 
his first appearance in the country as Kling» 
sor, and with it a highly favorable im- 
pression. His style is lacking in flexibility, 
but he impressed the diabolic malignity of 
the magician upon his interpretation. 

The chorus of flower maidens was one of 
the greatest delights of the whole perform- 
ance, a body of singers of personal attrac- 
tiveness and of lovely vocal quality, singing 
the music with luscious beauty of tone and 
accuracy of ensemble. Less credit can be 
given to the chorus of the Grail knights, 
which was lacking in volume of tone, and at 
some points sang off-the pitch. 

The performance had a unity of effect that 
does not invite to a discussion of the individ- 
ual artists concerned in it. Every one was 
absolutely at home in the work; the music 
was sung with absolute confidence and cer- 
tainty. All seemed on the keenest edge of 

tness and eager to put forth their best 
powers. Mme. Ternina’s Kundry is an im- 
personation that has taken its place high in 
the annals of Baireuth. It was a perform- 
ance of superb beauty. In voice it was not 
the Ternina of old, but though she lacked 
sometimes in sensuous beauty of tone, there 
was that in her declamation and gustained 
phrasing that went far to atone for the qual- 
ity of her voice. Mr. Burgstaller is also a 

Parsifal of authority and individuality of 
characterization. He hit precisely the right 
note of gaucherie in his. portrayal of raw 
youth and guileless simplicity—it is a natural 
one to him.

Naturally, the question as t6 whether New 
York has equaled Baireuth was uppermost 
in the mind. It is a question bearing at once 
upon ethics and esthetics. Proper apprecia- 
tion of the drama is assisted by, if it does 
not require, an atmosphere such as is ob- 
tained under the conditions at Baireuth and 
there alone. One had to do without that 
atmosphere last night, and it was missed; 
but there were compensations, and in one 
respect at least there was justification for a 
certain pride of superiority. 

So far as spectacle is concerned, New York 
is an improvement on Baireuth. Wagner 
dreamed things which stage mechanism only 
gradually made possible. That was illus- 
trated last night in the second act. Such 
pictures as the scene between Parsifal and 
the flower maidens were in the mind of Wag- 
ner, but everybody who has been to Baireuth 
knows that they were never realized there 
as they were in the performance at the 
Metropolitan. The Baireuth pictures ha 
always been exaggeratéd-and garish.. Las 
night the scene was beautiful and har- 
monious in color, graceful in @tion, seduc- 
tive, as the poet intended it to be, and as 
beautiful to the eye as the music which ac- 
companies it is ‘fascinating to the ear. ' 

Once the experienced auditor had satis- 
fied himself last night that “ Parsifa]”’ as 
a work of art had suffered no diminution of 
its surface charm by its passage across the 
Atlantic, he could abandon himself to en- 
joyment of what was fine in the work of 
the singers and the orchestra; and, espécial- 
ly for a first performance, the proportion of 
what was fine in that work was large. The 
ne was at its best from beginning to 
end.

_intricate detail has all been provided for 


with artistic care. It wasa finely, artistic- 
ally mounted opera, produced with the one 
serious object of making alive to the public’s 
eye what Wegner’s giant genius conceived 
and imagined. 

Ternina as Kundry was superbly tmpres- 
sive. No other character fits her so well, 
and of every dramatic subtlety does she 
make much. It is a tremendously difficult 
role, but she was impressively adequate to

The Parsifal of Burgstaller is strictly ot 
the Baireuth pattern. It is a difficult and a 
tedious part—one that finds but. Mttle sym- 
pathy with the audience. What Burgstaller 
made clear was the difference between the 
youth and the man who had been made sym- 
pathetic by a woman's kiss. Van Rooy’s Am- 
fortas is brilliant, but too sturdy of lameng.

‘some weeks ago, pending the foolish contro-

‘eerned, Wagner had repeated himself over 
and over, and that his last message te the 
world is not contained in the-pages of the 
“ Parsifal” score. The verdict of the one 
or two reliable critics in New York con- 
firnis the statement. ‘ Parsifal”’ may live 
a while longer at Baireuth, because -the 
“Parsifal” atmosphere and the “Wagner 
atmosphere are there. Elsewhere it will 
prove a short lived exotic. 

And this ‘suggests, perhaps, the only mis- 
jake made by Mr. Conried—a mistake 
which is apparent even at this distance— 
and that is the effort to make the representa- 
tion a ceremonial instead of an operatic per- 
formance, or a music drama performance, 
as the Wagner canons call it.. It WAS a 
mistake to attempt to copy the Baireuth 
hours, and waite, and fanfares, and to dis- 
tress New York society with hard prob- 
lems about dinner and. harder préblems 
about dress. Mr. Conried might have been 
content with producing “ Parsifal,” musi- 
cally and scenically, in a manner impossible 
to Baireuth and beyond anything Cosima 
Wagner or any other Wagner ever dreamed 
of. He should not have attempted to re- 
produce the Baireuth spirit. That cannot 
be understood by Americans, nor can it be 
done on Broadway. So, after all, it would 
have been just as well, perhaps, to leave 
Baireuth with the monopoly of ‘‘ Parsifal,” 
while the world. has “ Tannhiuser,” “ Lo- 
hengrin,” “ Tristan and Isolde,” “‘ The Fly- 
ing Dutchman,” and the Nébelungen 
Trilogy.” Of these “ Tristan and Isolde” 
will be judged in the future as the most 

perfect of Wagner's music dramas and the

TESTIMONIALS WHICH COUNTED.

‘A @OOD-GRAND JURY. - | 

It has seldom been the custom of a Cook 
county grand jury to investigate crimes 
committed during a strike which was 
going on while it was in session. 
It has been the almost invariable cus- 
tom, if a strike acconmrpanied by vio-

lence was over when the grand jury met, 
for it to treat bygones as bygones and ignore 
whatever offenses had been committed. 
The December grand jury pursued no such 
policy. It refused to overlook a long series 
of acts of violence growing out of labor dis- 
turbances. It indicted several men for out- 
rages perpetrated during the late street car 
strike, and might have indicted others if it 
had had more time in which to seek for evi- 
dence. A jury sits for too short a time to 
permit it to do the best work. : 

The excellent December grand jury has 
established a precedent. Offenses commit- 
ted during a strike are not to be condonea 
because employer and employés have made 
peace. All strikers or sympathizers who are 
charged with violation of the law, whether 
the strike is ended or not, are to be held to 
account. Furthermore, if union officials, 
while not taking part personally in assaults, 
can be proved to have counseled or sug- 
gested them, they, too, will be indicted. 

The precedent was needed. There is no 
doubt that the supineness of the police on 
many occasions in past years has encour- 
aged reckless labor men to use criminal 
methods to carry their point. There is no 
doubt also that the failure to bring lawless 
acts of labor men before grand juries, or 
the reluctance ef grand juries to investigate 
without being urged, has contributed to 
strengthen the belief that such methods 
could be used with safety. In some recent 
strikes the police have done their duty. The 
December grand jury has done good work. 
The effect cannot be otherwise than salu- 
tary. The lesson will be taught that brute 
force cannot be relied on to win strikes, 
that thg men who order violence are as guil- 
ty as those who carry out their orders, and 
that the settlement of a Strike does not 
free violators of the law from prosecution. — 

Work like that of the last grand jury was 
specially needed at a moment when militant 
trades unionism has gone to extremes which 
are attracting the attention of the whole 
country. There -is hardly a paper which 
does not comment on picketing the dead as 
practiced in Chicago and express amaze- 
ment that it should have been tolerated for 
an hour, and that any men should have been 
s0 bold and shameless as to attempt it. 


NUMBERS INSTEAD OF NAMES. 
Once the Chicago fire engine companies 
and their houses had names—the “ John B. 


John,” for instance. In the course of time 
it was considered advisable to do away with 
names and use numbers only.

Numbers are more practical than names, 
School No. 106 will be quite as significant 
as the Harriet Beecher Stowe school and 
can be written in less time with less ink.

THE COLOMBIAN DEBT. 1. 

The republic of Colombia has a foreign 
debt of about $15,000,000, on which no in- 
terest has been paid for four years. Most 
of the bondholders are English and a few 
are Hollanders. They are contending that 
the isthmian republic should assume and 
pay a part—the larger it isthe better pleased | 
they will be—of the Colombian indebted- 
ness. It is understood that the bondholders 
have hinted to the American government 
that they would be much pleased if it were 
to use its influence to induce-the new repub- 
lic to do something for them. | 

It is not customary for a state which has | 
gained independence by arms to consent to 
pay part of the debt of the state of which it 
has ceased to be a part. The American 
colonies, when they became independent, 
did not dream of assuming part of the 
national debt of Great Britain, although 
some of it grew out vf wars fought partly 
on their account. The Spaniards wished 
Cuba to agree to pay the debt charged 
against the island, but the American nego- 
tiators of the treaty of Paris would not 
listen to the proposition. Not even an in- 
considerable fraction of the money which 
Colombia borrowed from deluded English- 
men or Hollanders was spent for the benefit 
of Panama. The isthmus has been milked 
for the benefit of the “ruling classes” at 
Bogota, as Cuba was milked for the benefit 
of Spain. | : 

If the debt were to be divided between 
Panama and Colombia on the basis of popu- 
lation or territorial area, Panama would be 
chargeable with less than one-twelfth of it. ’ 
There is no legal or moral reason why the 
small state should assume that sthall 
amount. If it agrees to pay anything it will 
be out of pure good nature.

‘The old 
saying, “ As the twig is bent the tree’s in- 
clined ” is now become old fashioned, but 
it is none the less true. Mrs. Hastings is 
right. But. what is to be done about it? © 


DREYFUS AND DISCIPLINE. 

It was in 1894 that Alfred Dreyfus was 
cast into prison on the Isle du Diable, off the 
coast of French Guiana, there to expiate by 
lifelong confinement the treasonable offense 
of which a hasty court martial, sitting be- 
hind closed doors, had found him guilty. 
It was in 1899 that Alfred Dreyfus, found 
guilty a second time by a public court mar- 
tial at Rennes, but pardoned by the request 
of the court martial and by the act of the 
president of the republic, retired to Car- 
pentras with the determination that’ he 
would still seek ths vindication of his honor 
and the restoration of hisrank. It is toward 
the close of 1903 that Alfred Dreyfus, after 
nine years of personalities, is granted a trial, 
not a court martial, before judges, not before 
officers. If an innocent man will live long 
enough and fight hard enough he is likely to 
meet with justice in spite even of army dis- 
cipline. 

For it was army discipline fully as much 
as, if not more than, anti-Semitic bigotry 
that.condemned Dreyfus at Rennes. Many 
intelligent Frenchmen who could tolerate 
Dreyfus as a supposed rebel against Gentile 
supremacy could not tolerate him as a verit- 
able rebel against military authority. They 
thought that he was disrupting disciplina, 
fomenting disloyalty, and inducing genera! 
demoralization. 

A remotely similar situation can be found 

in miniature at the sessions of a police trial 
board when a patrolman has been mistak- 
enly disciplined by his captain, The board 
wants to do the patrolman justice and yet 
at the same time it does not want to under- 
mine the authority of the superior officers of 
the departm@nt. Constant reversals of the 
decisions of superior officers might tend to 
promote disaffection and sedition. 
_ France seems now, however, to ‘have 
taken the couragéous.resolution that in the 
Dreyfus matter the conception of discipline, 
haying been enlarged to the point of gro- 
tesquerie, shall be reduced to norma! pro- 
portions. No harm can-be done to the army 
at the present time by proclaiming the in- 
nocence’ of a loyal Frenchman and by mak- 
ing him again an armed defender of the 
French people. Discipline will yield to 
justice. Dreyfus, if present indications are 
‘not misleading, will be given at the hands of 
a civil court the vindication which military 
tribunals haye twice refused him. This 
will make the world feel better. The subor- 
dination of justice to discipline, even when 
it is most necessary—and it may not have 
been necessary at all in the Dreyfus case— 
always leaves a bad taste in the mouth.

‘ Knowles, who, after being from 1870 
until 1877 the editor of the Contemporary Re- 
view, has ever since then, that is to say, for 
more than a quarter of a century, been the 
editor of the Nineteenth Century Review, 
which he created and owns. As such he has 
been brought into contact with all the most 
eminent men of the last three decades, most 
of whom have written for his famous month- 
ly at one time or another, kings and queens, 
great statesmen, victorious generals, suc- 
cessful explorers, Roman Catholic cardinals, 
Anglican archbishops, and the most em- 
inent divines of the Mohammedan, Buddhist, 
and Brahmin cuits having been among. his 
contributors. 

During ail these three decades and more 
he has been one of the best known figures 
in London society, and without possessing 
the mordant wit and the conversational! 
brilianey of Abraham Hayward, yet he has 
been quite as much “ repandu”’ in the Lon- 
don great world, dining out almost every 
night of his life. It may safely be asserted 
that no distinguished personage ever came 
to London without making the acquaintance 
of the editor of the Nineteenth Century, 
whose name from now on will figure on the 
title page of his review as “Sir James 
Knowles." And in this he was assisted by 
his numerous friends and acqugintantes, who 
took care whenever they heard of any re- 
markable man or woman coming to England 
to arrange that they should meet Knowles. 

It is not generally known that he was an 
architect by. profession, which he followed 
for several years before turning his attention 
to literature, and among the buildings which 
he designed are Allworth, the Surrey country 
place of the late Lord Tennyson, who was his 
intimate friend; the Thatched House club, 
Kensington house, the fountain and public 
gardens in Leicester square, besides at least 
half a dozen London churches. 

It may be remembered that when the nine- 
eenth century came to an end he was 
twitted about the name of his review. On 
the one hand, he was anxious to retain the 
title under which his monthly had won its 
fame and had established its position not 
merely in England but also in this country, 
while on the other hand he realized that to 
call.a review appearing in the twentieth 
century by the name of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury would be construed as an indication 
that it was behind the times instead of 
abreast of them. §o finally after much delib- 
eration he resolved upon calling his review 
the Nineteenth Century and After, which is 
the title which it now bears.

Sir John. with the 
same chivalry that characterized John Rus- 
kin in his domestic relations, realizing that 
his wife could only be happy with the man to 
whom she had given her heart. notified her 
that as. he desired above everything else her 
welfare, he would offer no defense if she 
brought a sult, not for divorcee but for the 
annulment of the marriage under cifcum- 
stances which would permit her to resume 
her maiden name. 
Like John Ruskin in the casa of his wife, 
who afterwards became Lady Millais. Sir 
John offered no defense, and allowed judg- 
ment to bé pronounced against him.

CHOCOLATE PIE.—Line a deep pie plate 
with a rich crust; dissolve in saucepan one- 
quarter pound chocolate in one-half cup 
milk; beat yolks of three eggs light, with 
one-half cup sugar, and stirin hot chocolate. 
Put whole back on stove; add a teaspoon 
butter and a tablespoon cornstarch, dissolved 
in a littlé milk. Let come to a good boil, re- 
move, and let get cold. Bake crust first 
and when chocolate mixture is cold mix in 
one-half the whites, beaten to a stiff froth. 
Mix in some shredded pineapple; put other 
half on top as.a meringue. Put In hot oven 
and bake a golden brown. 3 

BANANA CREAM PIE.—Put a lump but- 
ter in a bowl and warm it, together with a 
little crushed loaf sugar, the yolk of two 
or three eggs, a little milk or sherry, or ah- 
gelica, and some pulp of bananas thorougna- 
ly mashed. Pour the mixture into a deep 
dish, stirring in the well whipped whites of 
a couple cf eggs and a teaspoon candied 
cherries chopped fine. Place the:dish in a 
moderate oven and bake until done, taking 
care not to bake too quickly. Then remove 
and serve. | 

APPLE. CUSTARD PIE.—Peel, core, and 


chop up enough apples to make the number 
of pies degired. Stew them in just sufficient 


water to keep them from burning. Whe» 
done mash well and add to each quart of 
fruit the following: Four eggs well beaten, 
one pint Sweet milk, four ounces melted 
butter, a grated nutmeg, one teaspoon lemon 
juice, afd a half pound sugar. When the 
apples are cool stir all together and bake 
in a rich pastry crust. When finished cut 
holes in top crust with fruit knife and stud 
with cherries. Or bake without top crust. 


“Can one desire too much of a good 
thing?” 

ORANGE COMPOTE—Put the thin pee! of 
eight oranges into 4 sauce pan with one 
pound sugar and three breakfast cups wa- 
ter and boil twenty minutes, skimming fre- 
quently as the scum rises. Remove the 
white pith from the oranges, taking care 
not to injure the skin; pull them into quar- 
ters, add them to the sirup, and simmer 
gently six minutes longer. Take out with 
a skimmer, arrange in‘a heap on a dish, 
keeping the skin side downward; -boil the 
sirup until quite thick, and when cold pour 
it over the oranges. 

COMPOTE OF FIGS—Put in a bow! the re- 
quired quantity of figs with the juice and 
peel of one or two lemops. Pour over 
sufficient boiling water to cover, and leave 
until cold. For every two pounds fruit put 
in a preserving pan half a pound granulated 
sugar and one pint water; boil until the 
sugar is dissolved, then drain the figs and 
pour them in the sirup with thinly sliced 
lemon without seeds and simmer gently 
until tender. Leave the figs in the sirup 
until cald, then group them in the center 
of a glass dish, pour the sirup over, and 


serve. 
PINEAPPLE COMPOTE—Remove the 
flesh from a pineapple without destroying the 
rind. Shred it, stand covered with sugar 
for a number of hours, and return into the 
rind. Pile with whipped cream. 


TARTS. 
PASTE FOR TARTS—Cream, % pound but- 
ter, % cup sugar, add the yolks of 4 eggs, rind

pound flour. Mix well, then pour on 4 thick- 
ly floured board and roi! out, not too thin, 
using as little more flour as possible. Cut 
with a saucer or large tin top and line patty 
‘cases or plain muffin rings with the dough. 
‘Press into shape with the hands. This 
‘makes eighteen tartiets. 


CREAM TARTLETS—Line patty tins or 


‘muffin rings with paste, bake, and when cold 
\fill with whipped cream that has been sweet- 


‘ened and flavored to taste. 

MtOCOANUT TARTLETS—Put to boil 1 
‘cup sugar and 1 cup water; when it begins 
to get sirupy add % pound desiceated cocoa- 
nut, boil a few minutes longer, stirring oc- 
casionally, remove from the fire, add a few 
drops lemon juice, a little of the grated 
rind, and the well beaten yolk of 8 eggs. 
Line plain muffin rings or patty cases with 
the tartlet paste, put in the cocoanut mix- 
ture, and bake in a moderately hot oven. 
This makts about ten tartlets. 

ALMOND TA Beat until Hght 
the yolks of 3 eggs apd % pound sugar; add 
pound grated. almonds, 1‘ teaspoonful al- 
mond extract. Line tart tins or plain muffin 


rings with tartlet paste, fill with almond

Few Dotable Books in 1903. 


A Recapitulation of Some with Interest. °

HAT has been done this year in the 

way of the making of books? 
I can speak only of what I have 
read, and I must say that I think 
from ocean to ocean we have kicke/l 
up a great dust of little ideas. None, so far 
as I know,has uttered a genuine cry of delight 
‘or pain, rebellion or victory. The familiar 
paths are being paced by a sane, well 
equipped, cautious, correct, and unilluminat- 

ea throng. 

Many of our best poets have been inar- 

ticulate. Yeats has gone further on the road 
to that bourn “ where there is nothing.”” He 
is preaching a retropressive philosophy and 
is doomed to defeat. Among our greater 
novelists there has been nothing notable, 
Mrs. Ward has been conventional and ab- 
surd, James ignoble, George Moore hateful 
and blasphemous, Howells tedious, Conrad 
colossal but shapeless. Edith Wharton alone 
has used her artistry to fine and consistent 
ends. The historical novel has been left 
far down the road, and the novel, pure and 
simple, is barely keeping up with the proces- 
sion. 
Well, let us think of the books of the year 
as a procession—since that word presented 
itself. Here it comes, winding interminably 
down from cities and solitary places—some 
swaggering, some timid, some devout, some 
profane, some adorably insouciant and bent 
in making asad world merrier. (I think I see 
you, there, little *‘ Fifi’’ of the Imperial the- 
ater—and you, too, “ Rebecca’ child, up to 
your inimitable pranks.) 


What book, by right of its power and sin- 
cerity, its usefulness and singularity, belongs 
at the head of this procession? I say Sven 
Hedin’s CENTRAL ASIA AND THIBET ” 
(Scribner’s). What other book has had so 
much that is new to tell? What other book 
has opened a new world and told of exploits 
and heroisms that make ancient Odysseus 
look tame? I think the couvbageous Swede 
has the honors with him. Let him carry the 
colors. He suits the time. He is the dis- 
coverer, the valiant, curious, enduring path- 
finder. And he knows how to tell his tale. 

It is but natural that the other trdvelersand 
writers of books of description should wish 
to be near him. There is Mary Austin’s cu- 
rious ““ LAND OF LITTLE RAIN ” (Hough- 
ton, Miffliny; G. W. James’ “ THE PAINTED 
DESERT” (Little, Brown); Homer B. Hul- 
bert's “IN SEARCH OF A SIBERIAN 
KLONDIKE”’ (Century); and Egerton Will- 
jams’ HILL TOWNS OF ITALY” (Hough- 
ton, Mifflin). Not a book there without some 
reason for being. After all, the procession 
looks vastly respectable. 

And who are these imposing marchers, who 
carry horologes in their hands and move 
heavily in cumbersome garments? Ah, the 
historians! We salute you, monsieurs. You 
are impressive—pray heaven you be truth- 
ful! First come the academic band who 
have prepared the seventh volume of the 
“CAMBRIDGE HISTORY second 
volume in point of publication, and the one 
dealing with the United States (Macmillan). 
They have worked according to the ideasset 
forth by the late Lord Acton, and have fol- 
lowed the development of ideas and move- 
ments rather than the quarrels of govern- 
ments. There comes Prof. Woodrow Wilson 
with his “ fusToRY OF THE AMERICAN 
PEOPLE,’” which might better have been 
termed a “ History of American Legisla- 
tion ’’ (Harpers). Here march certain worthy 
books from Appletons—‘* THE LOUISIANA 
PURCHASE,” by Dr. Hosmer; “THE 
ROCKY MOUNTAIN EXPLORATION,” by 
R. G. Thwaits; ‘STEPS IN THE EXPAN- 
SION OF OUR TERRITORY” and “THE 
HISTORY OF THE PURCHASE AND DE- 
VELOPMENT OF ALASKA,” by oO. P. 
Austin. “THE HISTORY OF PUERTO 
RICO,’ by R. A. Van Middelyke, and “A 
LANDMARK HISTORY OF NEW YORK,” 
by Albert Ulman, are from the same press. 
From Macmillan’s come some localized his- 
tories—a pleasant company—Mr. Mark 
Howe's “ BOSTON,” and Sir Gilbert 
“OLD QUEBEC.” 


And here are two curious and fascinating 
marchers in the procession. They walk with 
the grave and the discreet, yet somehow they 
seem not either grave or discreet. Are they 
dancing? No, there is revelry, but there is 


tragedy here, too. Letus watch them as they . 


pass, for there is something royal yet fatal 
about them. Ah, yes! Itis Mary Queen of 
Scots again. *‘ PALACES AND PRISONS 
OF MARY QUEEN OF SCOTS,” by M. M. 
Shoemaker (Putnams), and “ THE LOVE 
AFFAIRS OF MARY QUEEN OF SCOTS,”’ 
by Martin Hume (McClure, Phillips). 
you queen it still, Mary of Scots, and these 
excellent gentlemen have spread their coats 
beneath your feet. 

And these solemn deans—who are they? 
Truly, the religious works. Bishop Spald- 
ing has his annual word of advice, in 
‘“‘ GLIMPSES OF TRUTH,” Robert E. Lewis 
writes about t “* EDUCATIONAL CON- 
QUEST OF T FAR BAST "’ (Revells), and 
ihe Rev. Sidney L. Gulick treats of the 
“EVOLUTION OF THE JAPANESE” 
(Revells). Many follow in their train. It is 
evident that the vain world is not entirely 
given up to its vanities. There’s one hooded 
figure there in medieval robes. It is ‘‘ THE 
HIGH HISTORY OF THE HOLY GRAIL,” 
from the old French by Sebastian Evans, 
LL. D. (&. P. Dutton &Co.) “ ST. AUGUS- 
TINE AND HIS AGE ” is a notable achieve- 
ment by Joseph McCabe. (Putnams). Henry 
Van Dyke has more than one book, but at- 
tains spontaneous utterance in “ JOY AND 
POWER.” (Crowell. “JESUS CHRIST 
AND THE SOCIAL QUESTION ” is a work 
of import by Francis G. Peabody, (Mac- 
millan.) 
~And here are the art books! Marry come 
up, masters, you make a good showing—with 
two books on American sculpture, a number 
of the Renaissance, one on rugs, one on the 
cathedrals of northern France, essays on 
the “ GREAT MASTERS,” by La Farge, and 
many more. Lorado Taft's “ AMERICAN

SCULPTURE " is the first history of Ameri- 
can sculpture to be written. (Harpers.) Such 
a quantity of books concerning the Renais- 
‘Sance as the year has brought forth! There 
is\not time to specialize, but he who wishes to 
enrich his Renaissance shelf with excellent 
new works will have the opportunity. 


You can tell the fiction by its arrogance! 
It thinks well of itself—is heady, bears itself 
peacockwise, and, marches four abreast. 
There are some agreeable novels there—a 
whole host of bright, wholesome, mediocre, 
engaging American novels. Every publish- 
ing house in the country has its good ten or 
twenty of enjoyable novels. There’s no or- 
der of precedence here. Let us take them as 
they come, speaking neither of better nor 
worse. After all, is not literature a high~ 
way? Do not the most ignorant and foolish 
of us venture out into it, swaggering with 
the wisest and best? We are the mob—the 
literary mob. Fortunately, there are few 
evil characters among us. Well, here come 
the novelists four abreast! I could enumer- 
ate them.for you. But would you enjoy it? 
There is one new genius among them—Joseph 
Corad. He is colossal, vague, and formid- 
able. He has written two new books this 
year,“ FPALK” and “ YOUTH.” Jack London 
scored with his “CALL OF THE WILD.” 
(And confess, Mr. London, that you never 
told us the truth about the Indians! But 
when it comes to a question of dogs, we be- 
lieve you.) George Moore put forth his 
“ UNTILLED FIELD” and linked himself 
with destructionists when he did it; Mr. 
James wrote “ THE AMBASSADORS ” and 
made us like life less. The savor and the joy 
has been found in the lesser books—in dozens 
vf them, as amiable, intelligent, aspiring, 
and comforting as the friends who at this 
season send us their messages an@ their 
gifts. I just wish to mark a few of them for 
you—Mary Kinkaid’s “WALDA.” John 
Fox's “LITTLE SHEPHERD OF KING- 
DOM COME,” Mary Mannering’s “ JUD- 


ITH OF THE PLAINS,” Wil Payne’s 
“MR. SALT,” Mary Findlater’s “ THE 
ROSE’ OF JOY,” Margaret Deland’s 


“DR. LAVENDER’S PEOPLE,” Mollie 
Elliott Seawell’s “THE FORTUNES 
OF FIFI,” Mrs. Wiggin's “ REBECCA,” 
and Frank Stockton’s “ THE CAPTAIN'S 
TOLL GATE,” (¢Alas, that he will write no 
more.) And there is Edith Wharton's 
“ SANCTUARY.” That is at a high level 
Steward Edward White is worth watching: 
#0 is Mary Austin; so is Frances Charles, So 
are a number of other people. There’s a good 
deal of potentiality floating about us in 
nebule. Let us pray for its adhesion and 
evolution! 

But where is our procession simile! Not 
gone utterly out of sight, let us hope.* For 
here comes the juvenilia! It skips rather 
than paces, and it, also, makes a great com- 


pany. But who has time to bother with chil-. 


dren? Here's “JACK THE FIRE DOG,” 
by Lily F.. Wesselhoeft; “TWO LITTLE 
SAVAGES,” by Thompson-Seton Robert 
Chambers’ ORCHARDLAND,.,” J. G. Fran- 
ces’ “A BOOK OF CHEERFUL CATS,” 
E. T. Thompson’s “WITH FLINTLOCK 
AND FIFE,” and many fairy tales, among 
them those of Mrs. Carter Harrison, 


* As for the poets, Maeterlinck, Heyes, and 
Sudermann have all published a play apiece. 
William Watson has sent out a volume and 
so has Stephen Phillips. Laurence Dunbar 
has added a volume of lyrics to his list, and 
Harriett Monroe has published a book of 
plays. Miss Daskam and Miss Corelli have 
written poems. 

Memoir has not been neglected this year. 
Bret Harte and Walter Pater have beén add- 
ed to “The Contemporary Men of Letters 
Series." Darwin’s letters have been pub- 
lished. So have the chaste “ love letters ” 
or Margaret Fuller. Julian Hawthorne has 
written a life of his father, and Miss Sullivan 
has prepared the life of her marvelous pupil, 
Helen Keller. Bolton King’s “ MAZZINI ” 
is a notable book. So is James A. Harrison’s 
“LIFE AND LETTERS OF EDGAR AL- 
LAN POE,” Julian Ralph’s “ MAKING OF 
A JOURNALIST ”’ isa stirring book. Austin 
Dobson supplied a vivacious life of Fanny 
Burney, Prof. Hudson has written what 
might be termed a depreciation of Rousseau, 
and Charles Whimbley has made himself the 
biographer of William Makepeace Thack- 
eray. 


There appears, at the year’s end, however, 
the fieriest and most vivid “ life ’’ of the year. 
It consists of the autobiography and letters 
of Hector Berlioz, whose centenary has but 
recently been celebrated. This life deserves 
and shall have a proper review at another 
time. Ae present I will only say it is from the 
printing press of E. P. Dutton, and will take 
the liberty of making a quotation from it. 
M. Berlioz was under the necessity of Writing 
for a Paris journal the review of a book— 
a book which suggested nothing in particular 
to his mind. He writes: 

“I strode up and down, my brain on fire. 
I gazed at the setting sun, the neighboring 
gardens, the beights of Montmartre—my 
thoughts a thousand miles away. Then, asI 
turned and found that confounded -white 
paper without a line on it, I flew into tho 
wiidest rage. My unoffending guitar leaned 
against the wall. I kicked it to bits; my 
pistols stared at me from the wall with big 
round eyes. I gazed back, then tearing my 
hair, burst into tears.”’ 

What would M. Berlioz have done had he 
been under the necessity of reviewing a year’s 


reading? And what would he have done if 


he had, by ehance, possessed no guitar to 
shatter? 
Perhaps he would have done as I have, and 


left out of his list the saddest, most signifi- ~ 


cant, and unforgettable book of all, “ THE 
SOULS OF BLACK FOLK,” by W. Bure- 
hardt Du Bois. Did I forget it because it was 
a black man’s book—or only because I could 
not classify it?

Books of the Year Reviewed. 


Some Notable Works in Biography and History. 


’ the books published during the year 
just past Morley's “ LIFE OF GLAD- 
STONE” and Mrs. Ward's “ LADY 
ROSE'S DAUGHTER” have un- 
doubtedly made the greatest stir. 
Whether they were actually the most 
important is. a different matter. Each 
had its own particular reason for at- 
tracting the attention of the public. No 
Englishman in public life was more widely 
known in his thime, more loved and hated, 
than Gladstone. The reversal of his policy 
in all fields of British activity abroad, the 
influencés exerted upon the new generation 
to Induce them to believe him at the best a 
well meaning blunderer, at the worst an arch 
traitor, made the time ripe for this clear 
statement of the facts and underlying prin- 
ciples of his life, Mr. Morley'’s “ Life” isa 
monumental work. It pleases the friends of 
the grand old man, it gives his enemies a 
chance to form a truer estimate of him than 
before, and it preserves for future historians 
much important material that would other- 
wise have been lost. . 


Yet from the standpoint of American life, 
for its pertinence to the problems of this day 
and country, it is the opinion of the present 
writer that the most important historical 
work of the year is John W. Foster's 
“ AMERICAN DIPLOMACY IN THE ORI- 
ENT.” The American citizen whose vote 
now has a direct bearing upon the fate of 
millfons beyond the western seas is, in gen- 
eral, ignorant of the } and intimate con- 
nection between America and the orient. He 
indorses the policy of expansion, because the 
leaders of his party have adopted it, or he 
opposes it because of its connection with im- 
perialism, Mr. Foster shows that American 
trade and American prestige are deeply con- 
cerned in the settlement of the far eastern 
question, and that this condition is the out- 
growth of a hundred years of manly toil, not 
an accidental embarrassment consequent 
upon a recent war. Only in the light of this 
yundred years’ history should the American 
consider his relations to China, Japan, Rus- 
sia, and the Philippines. : 

Witt Gerrare’s “GREATER RUSSIA” 
and H. J. Whigham’s “THE PERSIAN 
PROBLEM " also bear directly upon the 
Russian question, while Beckles Willson’s 
“LEDGER AND SWORD” tells how the 
East India company’s possessions grew inta 
the Indian empire. 


From the scholar’s test of a contribution to 
existing knowledge, F. E. Stevens’ “ THE 
BLACK HAWK WAR,” H. M. Chittenden’s 
“ EARLY STEAMBOAT NAVIGATION ON . 
THE MISSOURI RIVER,” R. C. H, Catter- 
all's “THE SECOND BANK THE 
UNITED STATES,” and W. b’s 
“ AARON BURR,” are best entitlea to rank 
with the works just named. William Henry 
Smith’s “‘ POLITICAL HISTORY OF SLAV- 
ERY” emphasized the work of professional 
politicians rather than that of reformers in 
abolishing slavery. F. A. Hyett put Into one 
volume, for the first time, a full account of 
Florentine history, literature, and art to the 
fall of the republic. Dr. T. A. Bmmet's 
“TRELAND UNDER ENGLISH RULE” 
gave eloquently. one~-side of a sad story. 
Poultney Bigelow presented the German war 
for independence, and Mr. Hanotaux began 
to tell the political history of contemporary 
France. 

J. T. Trowbridge’s story of his own life and 
Julian Hawthorne’s recollections of his fath- 
er were among the interesting and important 
biographical works of the year. The life of 
Joseph Chamberlain offers a good survey 
of English political life in the last quarter 
century. The appearance of the first and 
third volumes of the large history of English 
literature written by Messrs. Gosse and Gar- 
nett was welcome. Though popular in char- 
acter, this work is founded upon abundant 
knowledge. The Bacon-Shakspeare theory 
was skillfully defended in “1S IT SHAKS- 
PEARE?”’ while Prof. Moulton’s “THE 
MORAL SYSTEM OF SHAKSPEARE ” was 
a valuable addition to Shakspeare literature. 


Several beautiful books of travel appeared 
—Gardner’s “ANCIENT ATHENS” and 
Brownell’s “THE HEART OF JAPAN,” 
Scudamore’s ‘‘ BELGIUM AND THE BEL- 
GIANS,” Anna Bowman Dodd's “IN THE 
‘PALACES OF THE SULTAN,” Mr. Leonard.

Williams" two volumes on Spain, and F\ 
Berkeley Smith's ‘‘ BUDA-PESTH.”’

It was 4 
series of prose poems, a book of permanent 
vaine, belonging to “ literature” in the lim 
ited sense of that word. ? 
Other important books were Stanwood 
Pier’s exhaustive work on the tariff, 
Mitchell's “ORGANIZED LABOR,” ‘and 
Louis F. Post's “ ETHICS OF DEMOCRA- 
CY.” The last two books will recéive more 
extended comment later. 7 


“LADY ROSE'S DAUGHTER” was 
awaited with eagerness by those who had 
read fragments of it during its seria] publica- 
tion, and by those to whom the name of the 
author was a summons that could not be dis- 
regarded. That vague feeling—one manifes- 
tation of the mob spirit—which makes every 
one believe that some one thing must be done 
at all coste induced thousands to read the 
book, even without appreciation of its beauty 
of style, and made it one of the bestselling 
books of the year. 

Success is a fact which cannot be disre- 
garded and which may justly influence action, 
and yet it ought not to affect the secret judg- 
ment of the soul. Two books which have 
not sol@ enormously have treated of more 
vital themes than **‘ Lady Rose's Daughter.” 
and the works of two American women need 
not fear comparison with the Enelsh- 
woman's story. “LONG WILL,” by Fior- 
ence Converse, combines beauty of diction, 
vivid imagination, and a sympathetic know!l- 
edge of an intensely interesting period of 
English Ufe with a profound study of the 
eternal question of the relations of rich and 
poor. “ THE CASTLE OF TWILIGHT,” by 
Margaret Horton Potter, is a romance, an 
allegory, a mystic psychological study, of the 
kind in which Shorthouse delighted. Ina 
purer, more healthful) air it is D’Annunsio’s 
“ Virgine of the Rocks.” It reproduces the 
nete of solitariness which is in Ibeen, in 
Maeterlinck, in the Greek tragedies, the lone- 
liness which ts in the inner life of many a 
woman. Neither of these writers has Mrs. 
Ward's technique, but they have creative 
genius, and their work fs full of promise. 


In a sphere apart trom psychological study, 
or deep meditation upon life problems of the 
race or of the individual, there have been 
many enjoyable novels published during 
the last year. The last work of Henry Seton 
Merriman, “BARLASCH OF THE GUARD,” 
was somewhat disjointed, but an adequate 


picture of the horrors of the retreat from — 


Moscow. “ THE MAIDS OF PARADISE,” 
by Robert W. Chambers, had two pictures 
that linger in the memory—a charge of 
French cavalry into certain death and « 
diving girl. F. Marion Crawford's “ TH® 
HEART OF ROME” continued his stc- 
cesses. “THE MS. IN A RED BOX,” 


“THE STAR Dx BAMER,” and especially 
“ALAIN TANGER’S WIFE ” were all worth 


reading, and “THE LONG NIGHT” and 
“HETTY WESLEY ” increased our debt to 
our entertainers on the other side of the 
Atlantic. 

“A SPECTER OF POWER " and “ROUND 


ANVIL ROCK ” reproduce days of French * 
and Spanish intrigue in Tennessee and Keén--. 
tucky. “ PEGGY O'NEAL” shows Andrew’ 
Jackson at his best. Centemporary in: 
Washington is pictured in “ DESPOTISM 
AND DEMOCRACY,” written, it is said, by 
the widow of a United States senator. 
“THE DOMINANT STRAIN” is a study 
in heredity. “‘THE LAW OF LIFE ™ shows 
the perils that grow out of marriage tn ig- - 
nora nce. 


Of the remaining works of fiction, many 
of them excellent, there is space to mention 
only two, each of which will be liked im=- 
mensely or not at all.

Slight Decrease in Total of Cars Bailt, 
but Large Increase in Number of 
Locomotives, for Which More than 
$62,000,000 Is Expended — Greas 
Northern Wins Suit Against Passen< 
ger Who Rode on Scailper’s Ticket 
from St. Paul to Seattle. 


Official returns received by the Railroad 
Gazette from all but two cer building plants 
in the United States show that 154,806 cars 


have been built during the year 1903 Of 


this total figure, approximately 162,801 am 
freight cdrs, and 2,007 are 


passenger 
coaches, 153,195 for domestic use and 1,613 


for export. 
Last year the total number of cars built 
was 164,547, which is about 9,700 in excess 


of this year. The decrease has occurred 
in the last two months, as, up to that time, 
the output for 1908 was equal to the output 
for the first ten months of 1902. 


Millions for Locomotives. 


During the year 5,152 locomotives werd 
built at the various locomotive works in the 
country, as against 4,070 last year. The 
number Includes 88 electric locomotives, The 
increase over 1902 is the largest that has 
ever occurred in one year, and.it is possibly 
due to the fact that the locomotive works im 


the country had such'a volume of orders 


placed during 1902 that they were unable te 
make immediate deliveries, and many of thé 
orders were held over until 1908. 

Returns from Canada show that fifty-five 
locomotives have been built by two firma, 
one of which has only recently begun opera- 
tions.

the total amount spent by the railroads for 
motive power would be approximately $43- 
000,000.
